downward trend,” 
He said the drop contrasts 
with last year’s rise of se­ 
ven-tenths of one per cent dur­ 
ing the April-July period from 
5.5 to 6.2 per cent. 
Nelson said the number of 


unemployed persons declined 
by 35,00o during July to total 
654,000 —“ a decrease which 
was gi eater than usual

together 
recently in the slaying but 
only Willie was convicted. 
The jury found Willie guilty 
of first-degree m urder in Po­ 
mona Superior Court’s longest 


trial. But the panel selected 
life in prison instead of death 


as the penalty for Willie 
At the same tim e the panel 
revealed it was deadlocked 
9-3 for acquitting Bobby and 
trial Judge Thomas W. 
Le 
Sage rem arked that had the 
j u r y convicted 
Bobby 
he 
would have granted him a 
new trial. 
Then Judge Le Sage ruled 
the case against Bobby a mis­ 
trial and subsequently the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office decided 
not 
to 
refile 
the 
charge 
against him. 
But Bobby, who had been in 
jail for almost eight months 
by then, July 19, rem ained in 


jail because the parole board 


had placed a hold on him. He 
was on parole on a 1965 vol-

Parole authorities say that 
keeping at parolee in custocy 
under such circum stances is 
routine while they conduct an 
investigation. Each parolee is 
released on condition that he 
obeys conditions of his parole. 
Walker will have a hearing in 
the near future when it will 
be decided if he is to be freed 
or must return to prison to 
finish out his term , about five 
years. 
W alker’s attorney, Joe Bor­ 
ges Jr., said! Walker cooper­ 
ated with the pobce in their 
investigation and even located 
the m urder weapon for them. 


He said W alker was in con­ 
tact with parole authorities 
during that time and followed 
their directions.

“ Minority empowerment at 
home (America) cannot be di­

building in the Third World,” 


IFCO said in announcing it 
was forming an International 
Task Force. 
Established in 1966, IFCO is 
an interdenominational agen­ 
cy with representatives from 
27 denominational boards and 
agencies and some secular 
civic groups. Until creation of 
the task force, IFCO prim ar­ 
ily concerned with funding 
and promoting community or­ 
ganizations 
foT 
minority 
groups and acting as a bridge 
or broker between churches 
and community organizations. 
Dr. Lucius Walker, 
IFCO 
e x e c u t i v e director and a 
member 
of 
the 
American 
Baptist Convention, said he 
hoped 
IFCO 
would 
make 
grants to “ liberation arm ies” 
struggling 
against 
colonial 
and white minority regimes. 
' ‘ T h e c h l u r c h e s have 
preached the gospel of libera­ 


tion while often cooperating 
with governments which prac­ 
tice oppression,” Walker said. 
“ We now call on the church 
to reinforce its proclamations 
with specific actions in sup­ 
port at liberation armies in 
those countries where armed 
revolfi has been made neces­ 
sary by colonial violations of 
all 
conventions 
of decency 
and human dignity,” he ad­ 
ded. 


Prime targets of such ac­ 
tion would be South Africa, 
Rhodesia and Portuguese Af­ 
rica) — Angola, Mozambique 
and Guinea-Bissau. The latter 
three, all Portuguese terri­ 
tories, have active liberation 
movements.

'Top Secret' Tag 
Fact or Fiction? 


It is not well known, but in the intelligence rule 
book overclassification of documents is considered 
as serious a violation of security as underclassifica­ 
tion. 
Overclassification is marking a document “Se­ 
cret” when it should be labeled merely “con­ 
fidential” or declassified altogether. 
Such action endangers national defense and harms 
the national interest because it destroys the public 
confidence on which national security rests. 
It tends to build a disrespect for “Top Secret,” 
“Secret” 
and 
“Confidential” classifications 
and 
thereby endangers legitimate secrets essential to the 
safety of the nation and its combat forces. 
The evils of overclassification are clearly outlined 
In military regulations. The regulations also provide 
that classified documents, with certain exceptions, 
shall be reviewed periodically and downgraded 
when their original classification is no longer justi­ 
fied in the national interest. 
But the commonsense men who wrote the regula­ 
tions are fighting a losing battle. 
Overclassification has become the bugaboo of the 
military services So much so that the story regular­ 
ly passes around the Pentagon that it was only 
recently that certain details of Custer’s last stand 
were declassified. Highly accredited researchers 
regularly complain that it is impossible to get some 
historically important World War H documents de­ 
classified. 
Any experienced officer can give his own personal 
horrible examples. 
On one occasion when I was commanding a World 
War II combined Army-Navy-Air Corps unit in an 
area where the preservation of security in commu­ 
nications was most difficult, the Air Corps general 
commanding back in headquarters requested that 
all communications to his headquarters be marked 
“Top Secret.” 
Asked why he made this Strange request, the gen­ 
eral explained that a “Top Secret” marking got the 
material through the army communication system 
faster. His request was denied. 
On another occasion, a number of field reports I 
had sent from the field marked “Confidential” had 
been raised to “Secret” before reaching Washing­ 
ton. The answer to my objection read thusly: “Our 
operations seem more important if the reports are 
marked ‘Secret.’ ” 
There are legitimate secrets. They must surely be 
preserved if this nation is to be protected and if 
fighting men are not needlessly to lose their lives. 
But the above-mentioned abuse of security within 
the government itself are what make high ranking 
officials despair privately of being able to enforce 
the rules in protecting legitimately classified docu­ 
ments.

The 1968 Federal Housing 
Act, Lyndon Johnson’s so-cal­ 
led “Magna Carta’’ for low- 
cost housing, has turned out 
instead to be a fabulous bo­ 
nanza for the nation’s mort­ 
gage lenders and their bucca­ 
neer friends, 
the 
builders. 
And now the program has be­ 
gun to reek of scandal. 
Already, the taxpayers are 
obligated for $26 billion in 
mortgage payments under the 
act. By the end of the year, 
the figure will be about $40 
billion. And the program goes 
on, incurring new debts every 
day. 
Now, a Senate housing sub­ 
committee is opening hear­ 
ings into this extraordinary, 
get-rich-quick 
scheme. 
The 
subcommittee wants to know 
why one company, the Vang­ 
uard Construction Co. of Flo­ 
rida, seems to be able to get 
its government cash commit­ 
ments instantly while others 
wait months, even years. 
The same company, 
the 
subcommittee has been in­ 
formed, its also using inferior, 
illegal materials in the hous­ 
ing it builds for elderly per­ 
sons. 
Even the Federal Housing 
Administration, which admin­ 
isters the 1968 act, has con­ 
ceded that some of the com­ 
pany’s quickie loan approvals 
were improper, but they ap­ 
parently are still getting them. 
The 
government man in 
charge of the program is 
Eugene Gulledge, an Assis­ 
tant Secretary of Housing and 
Urban Development. Gulledge 
was well prepared for his 
task of getting the housing in­ 
dustry out of its doldrums. As 
president of the National As­ 
sociation of Home Builders, 
the industry's muscular lob­ 
by, he helped draft the LBJ 
Magna Carta. 
A cursory examination of 
this program shows how the 
public got so far in debt so 
fast. 
Under the old federal low- 
cost housing plan, a sponsor­ 
ing organization planned the 
project, obtained the money 
directly from the government 
at 3 per cent interest, and put 
the job out for bid. This pro- 
g r a m 
operated 
virtually 
spotlessly for five years. 
No-Risk Deal 
Now tlie money is no longer 
loaned! directly by the govern­ 
ment but by private money­ 
bags. The taxpayer, however, 
gurantees the loan and pays 
all but 1 per cent of the inter­ 
est. The lender and the buil­ 
der cannot lose, no matter 
what. 
What happens now is that 
builders and lenders cook up 
a 
project 
themselves, 
get 
friendly local FHA officials to 
give it a tentative blessing, 
then go shopping for a non- 
p r o f i t 
sponsoring 
organ­ 
ization. If they can’t find one* 
they hastily set one up. 
Under 
Gulledge’s 
admin­ 
istration, a number of spon­ 
sors which applied for money 


under the old program have 
had 
their applications 
fun- 
neled into the new one. The 
results have been miles of red 
tape and, in some cases, huge 
additional costs. 
The subcommittee, headed 
by Sen. Harrison Williams, 
D-N.J., will hear from the 
sponsors of the Hacienda De 
Ybor, a Tampa elderly hous­ 
ing project. When their appli­ 
cation for a direct loan was 
switched to the new program, 
they ended up paying tens of 
thousands of dollars out of 
their pockets to cover extra 
costs demanded by the mort­ 
gage company. 
What makes all this so ap­ 
palling is that there is no rea­ 
son to believe Congress ever 
wanted the new program to 
supplant the old one. Elimi­ 
nating the old one has been 
Gulledge’s work. 
Indeed, Congress has con­ 
tinued to appropriate money 
for the old programs in the 
belief that they still were 
being used. Asked about this, 
Gulledge acknowledged that 
the FHA would no longer ac­ 
cept applications under the 
old plan. 
But he said he 
didn’t know whether any mo­ 
ney had been appropriated 
for it. 
Footnote: Ona of* the main 
witnesses before the Williams 
subcommittee will be Richard 
Fullerton, a brainy Nazarene 
minister and low-cost housing 
expert, from Smyrna, Ga., 
who warned Congress in 1968 
not to pass the law. Since

ness. Apart from the general 
consensus that China must 
become a

state, they reach no single 
conclusion. 
Constitutional 
democracy, 
state capitalism, laissez faire 
captialism, 
educational 
re­ 
form, guided democracy, and 
p a r t y 
dictatorshio 
were 
among the many doctrines 
espoused during these years. 
A few individuals managed to 
embrace all of these doc­ 
trines during their careers. 
A close reading of Profes­ 
sor Tan’s book suggests that 
th e C h i n e se intellectuals 
shared a common set of con­ 
cerns. They passionately de­ 
bated the means and advis­ 
ability of adapting Western 
political theories to the alien 
reality of China. 
They 
questioned 
whether 
the new order should build on 
the old value system, slightly 
modified, or whether it was 
necessary to discard China’s 
entire cultural heritage. 
Finally, they asked whether 
evolutionary reform was, in 
the long run more efficacious 
than violent political revolu­ 
tion. 
Professor Tan approaches 
his subject through a close 
examination of “ the tenets 
and assumptions” of the ma­ 
jor doctrines. The result is a 
fascinating textual analvsis of 
the writings of the most im­ 
portant politcial figures in 
modern China. 
One is constantly struck by 
the overriding concern to re­ 
make China and create a po­ 
liticized citizenry. 
Sun Yat-sen argues for a 
six-year period of political 
tutelage under party dictator- 


ship to prepare China for de­ 
mocracy and advises revo­ 
lutionaries to sacrifice “their 
individual liberty for the free­ 
dom of the nation.” 
Liang Ch’i-ch’ao insists on 
the need for a strong govern­ 
ment and the necessity of 
controlling undisciplined free­ 
dom if China is to survive in 
a hostile world. 
Chiang Kai-shek sees the 
answer in the reaffirmation of 
Confucian values and a mi­ 
litary ethic. 
Mao Tse-tung, even more 
Interested in ending the nar­ 
row parochialism of the popu­ 
lation, advocates mass mobili­ 
zation and class struggle. 
Despite its many virtues, 
this is a flawed, study. By fo­ 
cusing on the major doc­ 
trines, Prof. Tam foils does 
not explore the emotional and 
political commitments which 
shaped the response of the ln- 
{ tellectuals as a class. 
One is never told why so 
many prominent radicals and 
liberals ended their lives es­ 
pousing a retrogressive tra­ 
ditionalism. The appeal of 
Marxism-Leninism and other 
radical doctrines is never ex­ 
plained, either from the pre- 
Communist period or under 
the People’s Republic of China# 
The sections dealing with 
Chinese Communism (only two 
chapters out of ten) are the 
weakest in the book, inade­ 
quate attention is given to the 
only group in China which 
h a s m a d e original con­ 
tributions to modern political 
theory and practice. There is 
almost no discussion of the 
unique (or is it unique? 
Maoist approach to economic 
development, cultural reform 
and mass mobilization. 
Finally, the ideas of Liu 
Shao-ch’i and other commu­ 
nist leaders who offered an 
alternative to the Maoist vi­ 
sion after 1949 are totally ig­ 
nored. 
Despite these defects, the 
book provide a useful sum­ 
mary of the writings of key 
political figures. 
The material is not easily 
digestable. The general rea­ 
der may find it difficult to un- 
d e r s t and why liberalism 
failed, or why the Chinese 
embraced Marxism-Leninism 
and how they have altered it 
to meet the needs of China. A 
longer introduction and the 
inclusion 
of 
a 
concluding 
chapter would remedy some 
of these defects.

HESS by J. Bernard Hutton. 
The Macmillan Co. $6.95. 
As a general rule, the nation 
that loses a war Is subject not 
only to the degradation of the 
vanquished, but the leader­ 
ship of the defeated are also 
painted by the victors as 
being the eternally accursed, 
madmen in control of a mad 
country, the worst of the 
worst. 
And all too often there is 
never presented the opposing 
side of the coin until all the 
key figures of the war have 
died; the defeated are seldom 
defended. 
But if they are still serving 
sentence for their 
crimes, 
their story should be told so 
that the public may ascertain 
the degree of guilt. Such is 
the case of Rudolf Hess, Hit­ 
ler’s deputy führer and third 
in line for the leadership of 
the Third Reich. 
J. Bernard Hutton has au­ 
thored 
an 
excellent 
book 
about Hess to fill this infor­ 
mation gap. Written from the 
relatively unemotional pers­ 
pective of a quarter of a cen­ 
tury, “ Hess” ignores for the 
most pari the main charac­ 
ter’s role in the Nazi mach­ 
ine, concentrating primarily 
on the individual in his years 
of captivity. 
And after relating his expe­ 
riences from his capture in 
Scotland in May of 1941, to 
the present, Hutton concludes 
t h a t Hess, unquestionably 
mentally and physically ill as 
a result of his long years of 
solitary confinement in Allied 
prisions, has paid whatever 
debt he owed, and should, out 
o f 
humanitarian 
consid­ 
eration, be released. 
Wh e n 
He s s 
flew 
an 
unarmed Messerschmitt with 
only enough fuel for a one­ 
way flight from Germany into 
Scotland, he was on a mission 
Of peace, attempting to ar­ 
range a peace treaty for the 
Battle of Britain. Although 
Hess arrived in the United 
Kingdom under his own ini­ 
tiative, as a diplomat rather 
than as a soldier, he was im- 
m e d i a t e l y arrested and 
placed under heavy guard. 
From the time of his impri­ 
sonment until the end of the 
war, Hess claimed at his trial 
for war crimes at Nurem­ 
berg, he was subjected to 
continual harassment by the 
prison personnel. 
This harassment took the 
form of drugged foodstuffs 
and 
repeated 
loud 
noises 
t h r o u g h o u t the days and 
nights. Hutton dismisses the 
possibility of this as a policy 
( a f t e r the War, Winston 
Churchill urged the release of 
Hess from Spandau Prison), 
but docs not rule out the pos­ 
sibility of individual harrass- 
ment of the Nazi leader. 
Whether 
the 
annoyances 
were real or imagined, by the 
end of the War Hess’s preca­ 
riously balanced mind had 
digressesd to the point that 
pFVchiakrists of the Allied Po­ 
wers unamanously declared 


him unfit to defend himself at 
the Nuremberg Trials. He 
was tried anyway and sen­ 
tenced (at the urging of the 
Soviets) to life imprisonment. 
He is today the only priso­ 
ner of Spandau Prison—a sick,

There is his new approach 
to the standard learning-to-ski 
story, peggéu this time to ski 
bindings in humorous fashion. 
If the book has information­ 
al in addition to comic value 
it lies with Mead’s tips on 
touring Europe, but forget his 
pseudo-advice on becoming an 
instant member of the jet set. 
Mead even delves into “how 
to” write successful novels 
overnight, as if any reader 
could follow in his footsteps. 
But, on second thought, per­ 
haps he’s right. If this book 
earns him a profit in royar 
lities, we should all hunt up 
our Cousin Minnie’s witty let­ 
ters and send them off to a 
publisher.

mere jingoism, his political 
views a9 “pink,’* and the 
amazingly variegated scope 
of his productions as "spread 
too thin." 
Miss 
Cooper’s

this situation; it is in itself a 
very different kind of literary 
study than we normally get 
from American critics. Her 
style 
is 
leisurely 
without 
being chatty, penetrating and 
yet piquant; she subordinates 
factual detail to over-all pat­ 
terns of thought, taking now 
one theme, now another, fi­ 
nally weaving them all to­ 
gether. What emerges is a 
p e r s o n a l and undogmatic 
assessment of Priestly and 
his artistry, paradoxically all 
the more convincing because 
it makes no pretension to 
being definitive.

His home town, was far

Let there be light 


Furnishing electricity to illuminate the streets, 
homes and business establishments throughout Po­ 
mona was something of an off-again, on-again state 
of affairs in the year 1893. In fact, during daylight 
hours the current was apparently being turned com­ 
pletely off in order to conserve electric energy and 
save wear and tear on the generating plant. 
And this economy measure would probably have 
been accepted as quite normal where newfangled 
electrical illumination was concerned had it not 
been that retail business in Pomona was not what 
you might call flourishing in the year 1893. 
As a result, Pomona merchants were keeping 
their doors open early and late in the hopes of mak­ 
ing a few more sales. At the same time they were 
frantically looking for something or someone to 
blame for such unhappy business conditions. That 


year the culprit was the Electric Light Compa- 
ny—and here’s how the Pomona Weekly Times re­ 
ported their complaints: 
"Some merchants think the Electric Light Compa­ 
ny ought to turn on the current earlier in the day 
during cloudy and rainy weather,” the newspaper 
articale stated "The way it is now, they often have 
to use their old gas lights until the current is turned 
on.” 
Company officials were quick to get the mes­ 
sage—particularly when the inroads of gas competi­ 
tion was so forcefully brought to their a t t e n t i o n 
So, thanks to the complaints of Pomona’s merchants 
78 years ago, the slogan; "Better Light Better 
Sales”, was born. Well, maybe that wasn’t exactly 
the way they phrased it then, but the idea worked 
and the electric companies and their customers 
have been cashing in on it ever since. 


together many of his essays, 
plays, novels, BBC commen­ 
taries, and other writings.

As Miss Cooper asserts, his 
"Literature and Wester Man" 
has the range of a 100 gener­ 
alized academic literary his­ 
tories, but its warmth of un­ 
derstanding is uncommon. "It 
would make good prescribed

for

duates . . .It might equally 
be prescribed for every lite­ 
rate human being who has 
reached the age of 40 or 
so . « . " 
We Americans have granted 
our writers the freedom to 


fantasize, and even occasio­ 
nally to exercise their con­ 
junctive roles) as seers and

they 
stick to politics and not the 
deeper question of civiliza­ 
tion. 
Time will undoubtedly be 
kind to J. B. Priestly, ne­ 
vertheless. Attentpts to class­

Richard iSao of Montclair on the firing line 
I’lle re ’s more to shooting 
than meets the eye 


A rocky, unpaved road going; into Cucamonga Canyon from 
24th Street in Upland leads into a wcrkl where guns and 
marksman: hip are classed not only as sport of pleasure and 
relaxation, but also as disciplined self-control. 
Established by the We a End Gun Club, the Cucamonga Can­ 
yon Gun Range is the site of weekly matches by the club and 
special ones for local and government organizations. 
The impetus for the club, which now serves 90 members, 
was the desire by members of tho West Eind Fish and Game 
Association to provide a safe area or gun hobbyists to prac­ 
tice. 
There are no “ charter” members as such in the club, al­ 
though there are a few irom the year of its beginning — 1957 
— who still participate. President William E. Dodson ex­ 
plained that the group is somewhat opposed to charter mem­ 
bership. “ basically because it dees net invite people in. The 
club and range are always open to the public. Some indivi­ 
duals are reluctant to ccme in if they think they’re not sharing 
in all the benefits.” 
And the club does indeed invite peopk? in. Contrary to the 
restrictive ness impl ed in its name, members come from the 


San Gabriel and Pomona valleys, Paco'ma, Manhattan Beach 
and Fontana, to name a few places. Anyone interested in join­ 
ing must tour the facilities and range and get acquainted with 
others before officially being accepted. 
The general atmosphere is one of friendliness and cooperation. 
No one pretests when range masters Walt St llmank and Jim 
Eifealdt give the “ cease-fire” order. Club officers are proud of 
the no-accident factor and the individual’s response there to 
task, pericrmance and responsibility. 
Safety, Safety, Safety 
Kazuo Oda, secretary-treasurer, said that the safety factor 
cannot ever be emphasized enough for a gun range or club. 
Those «hooting in ti e 32 pc itions on the public rifle line and 
the 20 at rhe pistol line are indoctrinated with safety, safety, 
safety. 
“ There’s no horseplaying around here. We can’t afford it,” he 
said. 
After winning approval for the site from the San Bernardino 
County Board of Supervise-s, sheriff’s 
department and flood 
control district and a lease with option to renew yearly from 
the San Antonio Water Co., the club began offering safety for

cost of targets. Club members shco for a slightly reduced 
rate. 
State and national champions have come out of the rigid 
discipline and training sessions in Cucamonga Canyon. Dick 
Ilao of Montclair and K: n Moore oi Upland aie both masters 
in high-powered rifle and members of the U.S. team for the 
Palma International Shoot. In this latter, they compete with 
teams from Canada, England and Australia. 
U io is also the national civilian boll riile champion. A you­ 
nger counterpart, Bill Meeks of Upland, is now on the state 
rifle team and junior champion of California. The 18-year-old 
began training at the local range live years ago. 
The rock and grass covered hills are the scene for the junior 
training program administered by the club for boys and girls 
It h 18. Adults provide all their own equipment, said Dodson, 
but the young people use rifles—M1 s—that the government has 
issued for use in junior instruction. The surplus supplies are 
received through the civilian matksmanship program run by 
the Army. 
Ed Roche of Ontario, Lee Patton of Pomona and Ron Hon- 
ney of West Covina coordinate the junior program. 
What Dodson described as a “ recreation” for mo:-t people 
can be an expensive sport. Most shooters start with an inex­ 
pensive gun, about $60, but as they progress in skill and abil­ 
ity, they may increase the worth of the machinery and end up 
with a s30’)-$400 gun. 


Old-Fashioned Weapons 


In addition to featuring matches with contemporary wea­ 
pons, the club conduct« competitions with old muskets an-1 
black-powdered cartridge rifles. Occasionally, cne views a 
man stand;ng at the practice line with a 19th century Navy 
dragon or an Old Kentucky rifle. 
The shooters m !1 about the area and conversations reveal t 
wide range of occupations: 
doctors, lawyers, mechanics, 
ground supervi-ors, stockbroker, laborers, housewives, biology 
piofe vsor, carpe cers, sheet metal workers. One membt r, Jack 
L. White of Ontario, is a Chafiey College professor, president 
of the Chat fey faculty senate and treasurer of the statewide 
junior college faculty senate. 
All members of the West End Gun Club share an interest in 
shooting and in the opinion that the sport is “ the mo>t de­ 
manding, of self discipline.” 
Dodson commented that the general public has “ a lot of 
television and movie orientation.” The odds of a shooter hit­ 
ting a man on a moving horse are pretty remote, he said. 
One steieotype is that shooters are vicious, inhumane cha­ 
racters. The local club has been cartful through membership 
selection in avoiding this type. All members must take an oath 
that they are not subversive or have a criminal record. 
“ No one who assembles a private arsenal can get in the 
club. We take no cne who has any in.. ntion of ov. rthrowm 
the government or wiping out any group of people in America 
or elsewhere," Dodson stated. 
Members also join the president in the fueling that people 
should be legislated, not guns. The group, through*the National

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LET'S ASK THE COOK 
by Nan Wiley 
Elegant evening pants 
i3 irlh . 


Dear Nan: 
Ever since I learned to 
make stuffed baked potatoes 
on the half shell, I have never 
been able to make them in 
quantity, mainly because I 
use a fork to mash them by 
hand. I have tried to whip 
them in my electric mixer, 
adding the other ingredients 
too, but the pulp goes right up 
the beater handle. I wind up 


with a starchy mess. Can you 
tell me how to arrive at a 
light, fluffy mixture to put 
back in the shell? I have 
asked many friends about this 
and they all seem to have the 
same problem. If you could 
print a solution, all of us 
would be grateful—Mrs. Don 
Wendt, Birmingham, Mich. 
Using a ricer to break up 
the potatoes would go a long 
way toward eliminating your 
p r o b l e m . T h o s e little 
squiggles 
will 
be 
entirely 
lump free, will blend with the 
milk and butter much faster 
and fluffier. Don’t load the ri­ 
cer too full or you defeat the 
purpose. Heating the milk be­ 
fore adding is almost an es­ 
sential, whether you use ricer 
or not. Then your 
mixer 
should handle them well with­ 
out glopping, although you 
will need to use a little more 
milk than usual. 
But let’s check some other 
possible trouble spots. I hope 
you are not baking your po­ 
tatoes in foil. 1 like foil for 
lots of other things but not 
this. 
It is too much like 
steaming. Do you prick the 
potatoes in several places be­ 
fore baking? That eliminates 
the built-up steam that can 
m ake for sogginess. Are you 
using Idaho russets? Red po­ 
tatoes usually have too much 
moisture to make good ba­ 
kers although I have used 
them when I didn’t intend to 
do the stuffing part. 
About the ricer, you may 
think it not worthwhile to in­ 
vest in one but once you have 
it, you’ll find all sorts of uses 
for it. It’s fine for homemade 
applesauce. 
Put the quar­ 
tered, cooked apples through 
TALL 


the ricer, all the skins are 
left behind but you haven’t 
sacrificed any nutrition or the 
flavor that is so often right 
beneath the skin. Riced car­ 
rots are especially good. They 
not only look different, but 
seem to taste different. Any­ 
one with dental or dietary 
problems who doesn’t want to 
invest in a blender — and 
many older people on fixed 
Incomes feel they cannot af­ 
ford one — will find a ricer 
invaluable. Meanwhile, back 
at the stuffed potatoes. You 
can do all sorts of variations 
when you want a change. Try 
adding some crumbled roque- 
fort cheese mixed in, in place 
of the usual Cheddar. Blend­ 
ing in some sauteed mush­ 
rooms is marvelous. Adding a 
little deviled ham is Inter­ 
esting. Those leftover beef, 
ham or fish bits you were 
going to throw out may also 
be added. 


NAN’S NOTES: I had a 
great chance to catch reac­ 
tions on dessert fondues when 
we staged a fondue-and-auto- 
graph party at a book store. 
We did a chocolate one and a 
c a r a m e l - rum type, using 
large 
marshmallows, 
angel 
cake 
cubes 
and 
unpeeled 
apple wedges to dunk into the 
pots. That was the first time I 
had tried using caramels and 
they were an enormous hit. 
All you do is combine 48 
caramels, 1-3 cup undiluted 
evaporated milk and 1-2 cup 
light rum right in the pot, 
switch heat to high, stirring 
until all is melted, then a low 
setting for serving. I bought 
th e 
individually 
wrapped 
cararnel9 in a 14-ounce sack 
at the grocery but since the 
particular brand I like now 
has about 10 chocolate cara­ 
mels mixed in with the light­ 
er ones, I did have to buy 
more than one sack to make 
each potful. You don’t want 
any chocolate mixed in here. 
The whole thing is delicious 
and the thinly sliced apple 
wedges, cut long way of the 
apple, were particularly good 
with It. You don’t even need 
picks for the apple, just hold 
in the fingers, dunk and eat. 
I have done a chocolate one 
here but I know many of you 
will ask for a repeat. This 
one is a little different. I used 
three of the 3-ounce bars of 
imported sweet Swiss choco­ 
late, the kind made with hon­

eluded. They come in a slim 
triangular shaped package.

Rifle Assocation, supports the Alaska crime bill whereby a 
separate sentence is automatically set for the use of a gun in 
a crime.

“ If a person uses a firearm in the act of a crime their, the 
punishment rhould be mandatory, a person who owns a 
firearm should be responsible for his actions. Were never 
going to have effective gun control just bv registration and 
confiscation without making the act of committing a crime 
with a weapon a felony,” said Dodson. 


Nonpiofit Operation 
The West End Gun Club is a non-profit organization. All 
money earned at the range is spent on the range. Funds come 
from fees at the range and club memberships and dues. ln:tia- 
tion is $15 and annual clues thereafter are $10. Expenditures 
include targets, weed and fire control, a monthly news bulle­ 
tin, maintenance of buildings and landscape, and financial re­ 
cords for the state and federal govt rnments. 
Under the national firearms act, the club must also keep 
such records on each individual m order to qualify for awards 
from the government and rifle association. 
The range is available to service, military and law' enforce­ 
ment groups. The Reserve Officers Training Corps of the 
Claremont Colleges, the National Guard and the Army and 
Naval Reserves conduct small arms training and qualification 
there while the Federal Bureau of Investigation train its men 
in firearms courses. The Boy Scouts use it for marksmanship 
merit badge qualification.'

A hunter safety program for junior shooters who need hun­ 
ting licenses is also given. The course is state-approved. 
The annual “ Sighting-In Day” will be held Aug. 29, spon­ 
sored by the National Rifle Association. The daily event, open 
to the public, will begin at 8:D> a.m. and continue until late 
afternoon.
